An Editorial 


If you had a 99%,monopoly in the production of shoes or ships or sealing wax or 
cabbages or anything else, would you have the nerve to argue that you lacked the econ- 
omic power to bargain with your employees collectively? Probably not. Yet that, in 
effect, is the fantastic position maintained by grape growers in the present stalemate. 


Being unrepentant researchers, we went to the Agriculture Library of the University 
of California at Berkeley the other day, and browsed through some publications of the 
California Crop and Livestock Reporting Service, and Federal-State Market News Service. 
They make fascinating reading, although the style is somewhat less lively than that of, 
say, the California Farmer or £1 Maleriado. 


Among other things, we found that California produces 98.7% of all the table grapes 
grown commereially in the United States, Within California, the Tulare-Kern-Fresno 
area alone produces 63. What is more, the 37% produced in other parts of the state are 
essentially non-competitive with the Tulare-Kern-Fresno cornucopia. For example, Coa- 
chella Valley harvests take place earlier in the season; San Joaquin County grows alto- 
gether different varieties -- notably flame tokays. 


The Tulare-Kern-Fresno area produces 95% of the nation’ s Ribier grapes; 99% of the 
nation's Emperor grapes (Tulare County alone produces 69%). On smaller varieties, such 
as Italia (98%), Almeria (99%), and Calmeria (100%), the monopoly is equally jron-clad. 


And yet, the growers of these varieties of grapes claim that they cannot afford to 
enter into binding, periodically renegotiated contracts with their workers, (Everybody, 


we take it, agrees that the wage demand of $1.40, plus a very modest bonus, is not the 
sticking point.) They complain, as have growers of lettuce, peaches, asparagus, Brussels 
sprouts, tomatoes, cantaloupes, and every other crop in which unions have ever tried 

to negotiate, that they have no control over the prices they rec@ive, that the unions 
would naturally ask for wage increases every time the contract was reopened, and that 
this would put them out of business. 


Government figures indicate that under present circumstances, growers of many crops 
are indeed manipulated mercilessly by .commodity brokers, wholesalers, speculators and 
middlemen of various sorts. Nowhere is this more vividly demonstrated than in the case 
of table grapes. The following table, compiled from official data, is worth ten thousand 
words on what’ is ‘wrong with agricultural marketing.

FROM FOOTBALL TO GOLBP: 
POLITICAL ROUNDUP 
by Polit&s 


Whether any of us likes it or not, whether this is the way it should be 
or not, the plain fact of the matter is that agricultural workers are so many 
political footballs, and will continue to be until they are able to protest 


loudly and effectively every time they are kicked by one side or the other. 


The pronouncements of the politicians -- and scarcely a day goes by 
without some incumbent or aspirant "pronouncing" on this issue -- are not 
to be taken at face value. They are made for the primary purpose of political 
effect. Truthfulness, or falsity, rightness or wrongness, are at best 
secondary considerations. 


In the past few months, the politics of agricultural.labor have been studded 
with developments, some depressing, some hilarious. 


The entire gaggle of candidates for the Republican gubernatorial nomina~ 
tion is unanimously agreed that California agriculture is in pitidle 
condition, that it is all the fault of fovdrnor Brown for failing to resurrect 
the entire corpse of the bracero system, and that nothing less than ; 
a total resurrection will save the state's #1 industry. Laughlin E. Waters, 


former Republican state chairman and presently U.S. Attorney in Los Angeles, 
made headlines with a blast on September 16: " The farm labor shortage in 
California was blamed yesterday on Governor Edmund G. Brown by the only an« 
nounced candidate for the Republican governatorial (sic) nomination next 
year." ( Associated Press, dateline Washington, .D.C.). Waters has since drop- 
ped out of. the race, in favor of Geerge Christopher, who has-flailed Brown 
on many an occasion for not seeing to it that the state is overrun with 
braceros. ma 

Another contender, Goodwin Knight, was the governor under whose steward- 
ship, 1953-1959, California did in:fact become overrun with braceros: upwards 
of 100,000 at a time. Robert Monagan, Assemblyman from Tracy and minority 
leader of the state's lower house, has unfailingly echoed his tomato 
and asparagus-growing friends* cries for a return to their golden age 
of captive labor. As recently as January 9, Monagan was saying "both the 
governor and Wirtz have issued distorted statistics in an attempt to white~ 
wash the damage they have done by tampering with the labor supply of Californiats 
chief industry -- agriculture -- and to conceal the dire plight of both 
the consumer and the producer which has resulted from such governmental tampering." 
San Francisco Chronicle, Jan. 10, 1966.)
